DETAILED ACTION 

The Office Action mailed on November 6, 2000 indicated a response period of three 
months, however the correct response period for a restriction and/or election requirement is one 
month. This is a supplemental action in view of the error in the originally indicated response 
period. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to heat shock protein receptor positive cells and a method for 
isolation of said cells, classified in Class 435, subclass 325. 

II. Claims 1 3 -20, drawn to heat shock protein receptor and a method for isolation of 
said receptor, classified in Class 530, subclasses 412 and 350. 

III. Claims 2 1 -27, drawn to an antibody to heat shock receptor protein and a method 
for making said antibody, classified in Class 530, subclass 387.1. 

IV. Claims 28-50, drawn to a sequence encoding heat shock receptor protein and a 
method for making said protein, classified in Class 435, subclass 69.1 and Class 
536, subclass 23.1. 

V. Claims 5 1 and 52,drawn to a method for screening a molecule for activity to 
modulate heat shock receptor levels or activity, classified in Class 435, subclass 6. 



Inventions I-IV are separate products having different physical and chemical 
properties each with a distinct use.

Inventions I-IV and V are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of 
Invention V could be carried out using any of the products of Inventions I-IV. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Eileen Fallvey on October 24, 2000 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
